A double celebration brought 
credit union leaders to a cake-cyt- 
ting ceremony at Saskatchewan's 
Department of Co-operation. It 
was “a quiet family affair’ to 
mark the 21st birthday of the first 
credit union formed in Saskatche- 
wan, the Regina Hebrew Savings 
and Credit Union Ltd, The “fam- 
ily” heads were also celebrating 
credit union membership in Sask- 
atchewan passing the 100,000 
mark, 

The party was announced by 
Mr, C. A, Snell, supervisor of cred- 
it unions for Saskatchewan, and 
the guests were Dr. B. N. Arna- 
son, deputy minister of co-opera- 
tion who organized the first credit 
union, Mr. H. M. Beckerman, 
president of Regina Hebrew Sav- 
ings and Credit Union; Mr, Percy 
Avram, managing director of the 
Credit Union League of Saskat- 
chewan and Mr. H. C. Gemmel, 
manager of Sherwood Co-opera- 
tive Savings and Credit Union 
Ltd. The deputy minister's secre- 
tary, Mrs, Gertrude Murkett, cut 
the cake. 

The Regina Hebrew Savings and 
Credit Union, formed during the 
worst depression year in Saskat- 
chewan, 1937, was responsible for 
taking a number of local Jewish 
families off the ‘relief’ role and 
setting them up in business, 


One milestone in the Union's 
history came when the provincial 
government first permitted for- 
eign doctors to intern in Saskat- 
chewan, Five doctors came to Re- 
gina and all were in difficult fi- 
nancial circumstances, Working 
through the Hebrew Credit Union, 
a number of local Jewish families 
provided the funds to loan each 
doctor $1,000. All repaid the 
money and since have become well 
established in their profession. The 
incident was recalled by Mr. 
Beckerman who was one of the 
first members of the Union, The 
Hebrew Union has 114 members. 

The Sherwood Co-operative Sav- 
ings and Credit Union, represent- 
ed at the celebration by Mr, Gem- 
mel, is the largest credit union in 
the province with a membership 
of almost 7,000 and increasing at 
the rate of about 90 a month, 

The progress report of Saskat- 
chewan credit unions for the six 
months ending September 30th 
shows that total membership has 
reached 101,109 an increase of 
5,422 in six months and 93,376 
over the past year, Total assets at 
the end of September were $54,- 
422,273, an increase of $5,966,478 
in six months,

HST for new hunters 


(The Advance, Renfrew, Ont.) 

Classes in the new Ontario ‘Hunter Safety Training 
Course”’ will start in Renfrew early in December. 

Designed to cut down on the rate of hunting acci- 
dents by ensuring more education in gun handling the 
course is expected to be in the compulsory stage next 
year as far as new hunters are concerned. 

This year's licenses carry a renewal form similar to 
auto licenses and the applicant for a permit next year 
will require the 1958 renewal or a certificate from the 
Hunter Safety Training organization, 

As of now, anybody who has the price, can buy or 
hunt with any gun by purchasing a license. There is no 
requirement that the p»spective hunter knows anything 
at all about firearms or shooting. 

The new course will consist of 10 hours of instruc- 
tion under a qualified man and while there is no guaran- 
tee that the course will stop the shooting of humans, the 


fact that new shooters will have had some training 
should ease the rate of ‘accidents’, 
There are about 22 deaths in Ontario each year 


resulting from shooting cases in the field. This is a very 
good reason for taking advantage of the HST course
